Although peat is used to a large extent | 


in this country as a substitute for coal, 
not many people can tell when or how 
peat was first discovered. . 

A correspondent writes that peat was 
first made use of in County Clare, and 
tells me the legend concerning its origin. 
It appears that in the early part, of the 

ird .century an army of DajJcassian 
troops were encamped on a hill called 
Dromkeen Liath, near Corofin, County 
Clare. As the weather was cold, the troops 
built up large wood fires. After the fites 
had been going for some time they were 
astonished to notice that the und 
around the seat of the fires had ‘itself 
lighted ,and was burning with great gusto. 
An astute commander-in-chief, to. whom 
the phenomenon was reported (but whose

Essex Bridge. 


How few people there are in the city 
who could tell you offhand the exact 
situation of Essex Bridee!. Yet, after 
O'Connell Bridge, this is Dublin’s greatest 
span across the Liffey. It connects Capel 
street with Parliament street, and is more 
often known by the name of either of these 
thoroughfares than by its correct official 
name of Grattan Bridge. 

A tablet erected on the structure ex- 
plains that Essex Bridge was built in 1755, 
and was rebuilt by the Post and Docks 
Board in 1875, in which year the Municipal 
Council changed its name to Grattan 
Bridge. 

The original bridge was of the old hump- 
back design and was carried by five arches. 
The present bridge also contains five 
arches, but the roadway is, of course, per- 
fectly horizontal. 

Essex Bridge took two years to build and 
cost over £20,000. The burden of the ex- 
pense of building was so heavy upon the 
ratepayers that at least two applications— 
which were successful—had to be made to 
Parliament for advances, and a loan was 
obtained from Latouche’s Bank, 


A Graffic Suggestion. 


The thousands of citizens who traverse 
this bridge every day never realise that its 
footways are constructed on girders which 
project from the road, and are supported 
at their extremities over the river by im- 
mur tag iron brackets, affixed to the retaining 
walis. 

Whether the footpaths were originally 
intended to be so constructed or whether 
the idea was an afterthought when the 
main framework of the bridge was com- 
pleted, I. know not, but, at any rate, the 
plan added considerable ‘width to the 
thoroughfare, and this result is appreciated 
more and more every ‘day as the traffic 
across the river increases.

The small lively minnow abounds in 
most of our local streams and rivers, and 
anyone with a little skill and patience 
may rapidly capture sufficient of these 
delicate fishlets to form an excellent dish. 
A good mode of taking minnows is to 
procure a shallow fine-meshed net, some 
three feet in diameter, attached to an iron 
hoop, weighted with a piece of lead in the 
centre, where also should be tied a small 
piece of red flannel. A few crumbs 
scattered on the water, if calm, will add 
to the lure. Soon a shoal of these in- 
quisitive little fish will be round the nef, 
tasting the flannel and prying about. 
Raise the net rapidly and you have the 
let. They may be fried in batter or 
boiled. Izaak Walton recommends that 
they be gutted, but not washed, and then 
fried with yolk of egg, cowslips, primrose 
and tansy. They should be thoroughly 
cooked, since, like roach, carp, and eel 
pout or burbot, minnows are often in- 
fected with dangerous parasites. 


Irish Judge's Honour. 


Chief Justice Kennedy, who has been

Kennedy). Chief 
Justice Kennedy is 
now in his fifty- 
second  vear. He 
studied at University 
College. and was 
Cuirr: Justice called to the Bar in 
KENNEDY. 1902, and more 
recently was elected a Bencher of King’s 
Inns. 

In 1922 he became a Law Officer under 
the Irish Provisional Government, and in 
1924 was appointed Attorney-General to 
the Irish Free State, beine elected Chief 
Justice soon afterwards. He was elected 
in 1923 as deputv for Dublin in Dail 
Fireann, but resigned on his appointment 
as Chief Justice. 

In other ways Chief Justice Kennedv 
has been prominent in civil life, parti- 
cularly as hon. secretary of the Gaelic 
League. He has also done good service 
for the National Gallery in his capacity 
as Governor. and he has heen a leading 
member of the Statistical Society of Ire- 
land and of the Roval Society of Anti- 
quaries. He was a member of the first 
delegation of the Trish Free State to the 
League of Nations in 1923.

ROTARIAN’S TOUR. 
OF INDIA. 


EXPERIENCES RELATED 
TO DUBLIN CLUB. 


-“ 


At the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday Mr. Richard H. White described his 
experiences during a six months’ tour in India, 
Burma and Ceylon. 

The tour proper, he said, commenced at 
Rangoon, that great cosmopolitan city. with 
its many races and its babel of tongues. Near 
a shrine on an elevated terrace he saw a box, 
and on it in large lettering was the name of a 
well-known Dublin firm which was _ repre- 
sented in that club. There was something 
very fascinating about Mandalay, with its 
beauty, its ancient romance, its thousands of 
pagodas, its yellow-robed monks, its old 
palace, which was the queerest mixture of 
dignity and gimcrackery. There was a fine 
leper-house, the result of the work of Sir 
Leonard Rogers, Dr. Muir and others. He 
had had an opportunity of seeing something oí 
the care and treatment of lepers at Dichpali, 
in India, where about four hundred persons 
are receiving treatment. 

Calcutta, with its population of one and a 
quarter millions, was full of interest. The 
huge industrial area includes forty-seven Jute 
mills, as well as engineering works and paper 
mills. Here he was the guest of the Rotary 
Club at its weekly meeting, its president being 
a Mohammedan and the members being 
Hindus and Mohammedan—a tribute to 
Rotary. 
cotton mills in the city, employing 150,000 
people, most of whom come’ from Indian 
villages. 

Cultivation in Ceylon seemed to be more 
intensive than in India. The drive from 
Colombo to Galle was particularly fine, as the 
road runs along the sea for about forty miles. 
At Dondra Head. the most southerly point of 
the island, they saw fish climb rocks and 
trees. 

The President (Mr. Clampett) thanked Mr. 
White for his interesting paper. 

The handsome silver cup which was com- 
peted for by Rotarians, at Newcastle, last 
week, and which was awarded to Mr. J. J. 
Keane and Mr. P. Gorevan, whose scores 
were equal, was handed over by the President 
to the custody of Mr. Keane. 

On behalf of the Club, Mrs. Plumpton, wife 
of a member, presented to Mr. Keane a 
miniature model of the cup. 

The President appealed for the votes of 
Rotarians for the members of the Club who 
are candidates for the Dublin Corporation.

BELFAST, Monday. 


TTENTION has been drawn frequently 
to overcrowding in the slums of 
Dublin, and recently the wretched state of 
the lowest wage-earners in Belfast has 
attracted attention ; but it is surprising to 
learn that in some districts of “ sweet 
County Down ” the housing accommoda- 
tion is altogether Pring” 000m last Satur- 
day’s meeting of the Newtownards Rural 
District Council, Miss Montgomery, in 
commenting on the subject, said that ‘she 
knew of a case at Greyabbey, in which a 
family of seven was living in one small 
bedroom, and she gave particulars of 
another case where fourteen children were 
herded together in a single apartment. She 
added that she was unable to get accom- 
modation for them. . ; 

In the discussion that followed it was 
stated that as soon as a house became 
vacant it was rented by people from 
Belfast, with the result that the agricul- 
tural population of the village were being 
left without homes. It seems that the 
rents are low—about 5s. 6d. or so a week 
—and possibly: the houses are. being 
snapped up with a view to summer holi- 
days; but there is no way to prevent such 
things. From further discussion it trans- 
pired that the occupants of houses in some 
areas had been virtually ‘‘ washed out ”’ 
during the recent wet weather. 

There are 957 labourers’ cottages in the 
district, and Senator Hill Dickson, who 
presided at the meeting, said that they had 
more of these cottages than any other 
union in the Six Counties. It would 
appear, however, that there are not 
enough, and it is thought that another 
housing scheme will be undertaken by the 
Council. In the meantime, what is to be 
done for the children? | 


DRAMA IN THE NORTH. 


The Northern Drama League, which has 
done so much to revive interest in plays 
not usually presented on the professional 
stage, will open its season in Belfast in the 
middle of next month with a performance 
of Mr. Bernard Shaw’s “ Widowers’ 
Houses.” Eight years have passed since 
the formation of the League, and its pro- 
gress may be judged by the fact that it 
has established an annual dramatic feis, 
with the object of encouraging budding 
playwrights and improving the standard 
of amateur theatricals throughout the 
country. 

Some of the most valued trophies offered 
by the League for competition have been 
won by Dublin societies, and the Southern 
representatives have always been most 
cordially welcomed. The greatest interest 
is taken in these inter-State contests, as 
they may be described. They tend to pro- 
mote friendly relations between the people 
on both sides of the border. It is hoped, 
by and by, to have a small theatre erected 
in Belfast, similar in type to the Abbey 
Theatre in Dublin, so that the dramatic 
fraternity in the Six Counties may have a 
home of their own. 


THE “ DOLE.” 


The discussion at the Irish Rotary Con- 
ference in Newcastle on the payment of 
unemployment benefit. reveals a wide 
divergence of opinion. One member said 
that men are paid the “ dole ” whether 
they are “ genuinely seeking work ” .or 
not, and he declared that such a thing was 
a farce and a robbery of the people who 
had to pay. The implication is that, if 
men were genuinely seeking work, they 
would find it; yet in the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
there are over two million people who, it 
is admitted, cannot get work, no matter 
how earnestly they search or how long they 
tramp the streets. 

There was something practical in the 
suggestion that good roads might be made, 
bridges built and harbours provided with 
the money paid in “ doles.’’ Unhappily, 
however, in that direction the Northern 
Government is not altogether its own 
master, and it will be recalled that the 
Ministry of Finance has warned local 
authorities against the bringing forward 
of expensive schemes, as the Treasury 
coffers are not bottomless. It is well that 
in Northern Ireland the Unemployment 
Fund is supported out of the Imperial 
Exchequer ; otherwise it would be a bad 
look-out for the workless, whose numbers 
were increased last week by 2,560, the 
present total on the registers being 68,893. 


SUNDAY DRINKING.

A MUSICAL WANT. 


The distribution of diplomas, medals 
and certificates by the representatives of 
a London School of Music to Ulster 
students in Belfast a few davs ago. and 
similar ceremonies held by other English 
examining bodies, direct attention to the 
need for a Belfast Academy of Music 
with its own staff. of professors and 
examiners. The cross-Channe! organica. 
tions are, no doubt, performing usefy!

musicians; but it seems strange that a 
self-governing State—so far as domestic 
matters are concerned—should not 
its own college where such distinct 
could be granted.

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OMNIBUS OVERTURNS. 


PASSENGERS ESCAPE SERIOUS 
INJURY. 

Fourteen passengers, including six women, 
had a narrow eseape from serious injury yves- 
terday, when a Leicester omnibus overturned 
at Cook's Hollow, near Leek, Staffs., while 
proceeding from Leicester te Blackpool.

Thomas said: ‘It is true that there are 
certain questions affecting the Appeal 
Court within the Empire, but it is also 
true that there will be discussed. what I 
would call the Empire Appeal Court. 
_ “We feel that any differences that are 
internal and domestic to the British 
Empire could be argued out, and conelu- 
sions could be reached by machinery set 
up by ourselves, rather than have any 
outside body bothering about our domestic 
affairs. I have the strongest grounds for 
believing that some such tribunal will 
emerge. The present machinery is abso 
lutely essential for certain things, and 
will be used. for them. 

‘The Court itself, its composition and 
constitution, and its powers will be a 
matter for the determination of the Con- 
ference itself. It is not for me to antici- 
pate the decision of the Conference.”’ 


_ ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES. 
Discussing the Conference generally. 
Mr.. Thomas said that it “ meets at a time 


‘when the economie world-outlook is dark 


—darker, indeed, than it has been for 
generations. Yet it is just because our 
economic difficulties are so crave that the 
work of the Conference is so eagerly anti- 
cipated, and so much is expected from it. 
At any rate, the greatness of the crisis is 
the measure of the opportunity.” 

Under the heading of Foreign Policy 
and Defence. Mr. Thomas said the Con- 
ference would, no doubt, consider what 
further advance could be made in the 
international field towards securing the 
genera] peace of the world. ‘‘ This,” he 
added, “is the supreme object to which 
the efforts of the present Government hare 
been devoted since they took office. The 
Conference, no doubt, will find one of its 
chief tasks in discussing the next steps 
to be taken in the cause of security and 
disarmament.”’

Mr. William Patton, Trade Commis- 
sioner’s representative of the Irish Free 
State, is vigorously detending the 
i..terests of the Free “State egy producers 
in. the controversy now taking place in 
Liverpool with regard to the quality ot 
Irish eggs. 

Following upon the meeting of Liver- 
pool merchants ‘last week, and the reply 
of Mr. Patton, a statement was issued 
to-day by Mr. J. Summershill, Secretary, 
Liverpool Egy Merchants’ Association, in 
which he reiterated complaints as to the 
poor condition of the eggs, and sugyested 
that, as the Free State Department of 
Agiiculture did not receive the complaints 
with sympath:, no improvement was 
likely to be effected through these channels. 


QUESTION OF SUPERVISION. 

He proceeded :—‘‘ Examination of eggs 
in Liverpool should not be necessary if the 
regulations were efficiently carried out at 
the Irish packing stations, and this is the 
whole burden of our complaint. There 
are, roughly, about 600 licensed packers 
of eggs in the Irish Free State, and there 
are fewer than a dozen inspectors. Thus, 
is it not ridiculous to say that ‘the strictest 
supervision is given to the packing ot 
eggs ' when the staff is so absurd). inade- 
quate 7” 


REPLY TO CRITICISMS. 

I interviewed Mr. Patton this ‘after- 
noon on Mr. Summershill’s statement, 
which he at once challenged and described 
as untrue and unfair. 

“ As regards consignments of Free State 
eggs,” he went on, “faults may occa- 
sionally be found, but in refutation of the 
sweeping statement made by Mr. Sum- 
mershil) I would state that, in conversa- 
tion only this morning with one of the 
leading importers of Irish Free State eggs 
in Liverpool, he said that, whilst there 
were occasional causes for complaint re- 
garding Free State consignments, the 
general quality of arrivals was very good. 

DATES ALTERED. 

“ At the meeting held by the Liverpool 
Eag Merchants’ Association I received an 
admission from several of the merchants 
present that « 1 occasions they had altered 
the dates on egg cases received before selJ- 
ing these cases to the retail customer. 
The Free State authorities have made a 
special point of having a date clearly 
stamped, both on the outside and inside, 
of all cases allowed to be exported. This 
date will immediately intimate to the 
retail customer whether the eggs are fresh 
supplies or if they have been held on the 
wholesale merchant's premises for some 
time. 

‘‘It is obvious that if the date 
altered, as admitted, retail grocers and the 
public generally will receive stale eggs. 
This means that the reputation of Irish 
eggs suffers in a most unjustifiable way. 


“ TRADE” EGGS. 
“ The definition ‘ trade’ referred to by 
Liverpool merchants, as applied to the 
Free State eggs, should also be clearly

A ‘statement issued by the Board of 
Control for Mechanical Betting in the 
Free State regarding the working of the 
totalisator to: August ólst shows that the 
revenue and racecourse executives have 
received between them £4,211 19s 4d. from 
the actual working of the totalisator, 

The Board’s loss for all racecourse 
operations is only £146 4s. 10d. Buildings 
costing £17,850 17s. 2d. have been erected 
by the Board on nineteen yacecourses, and 
racecourses have repaid the Board towards 
the cost of the buildings £842 &s., a 
sum not only sufficient to cover the interest 
on the amount expended on these build- 
ings, but also to form a sinking fund, 


THE BOARD’S STATEMENT. 


The statement is as follows :— 

‘‘It was not the intention of the Board 
of Control for Mechanical Betting in 
Saorstat Eireann to issue any statement 
of the result of the financial working of 
the totalisator before the end of the year, 
when the complete returns of the racing 
season would be available. 

‘The Board has been aware, however, 
that definite statements are being made 
by persons interested in the failure of the 
totalisator, that the totalisator cannot 
continue to function. 

‘* These statements are wholly inaccurate, 
and, lest they might have an injurious 
effect on the future of the totalisator and 
discourage its patrons and supporters, the 
Board think it well to publish the returns 
and exact financial position up to Augus* 
dist, 1930. 

“These figures are taken 
audited accounts of the Board. 

“The totalisator has operated for sixty- 
one racing days, and has had a ‘turn- 
over’ during that period of £84,237. 

‘“There has been paid to the Revenue 
Commissioners a sum of £2,105 19s. 8d. 

““There has been paid to the racecourse 
executives a similar sum of £2,105 19s. 8d.., 
all of which (excluding the authorised 
percentage for repayment of totalisator 
buildings) has been used to increase stakes 
or decrease admission charges to the racing 
public. 

‘* Racecourse executives have, in addi- 
tion, received a sum of over £5,000 by 
means of the additional fees charged to 
bookmakers, as authorised by the 
Totalisator Act, 1929. 

“ From the foregoing it will be observed 
that racecourse executives, at whose race 
meetings totalisators were worked, have 
received a gross sum of £5,105 19s. 8d., or 
roughly, £85 per day’s racing. 


COST OF BUILDINGS.

BRITAIN’S FAREWELL 
MESSAGE. 


CALMING THE. NATIVE

WEI-HAI-WEI, Monday. 

Brilliant sunshine and a cloudless blue 
sky marked the penultimate stage of Great 
Britain’s surrender of -Wei-Hai-Wei~ to 
China this morning, when the headmen of 
the villages of the leased territory 
assembled in the Government offices to bid 
farewell to the Commissioner, Sir R. F. 
Johnston. 

Addressing them, the Commissioner said 
that it was his last opportunity of speak- 
ing to them as head of the British 
Administration which had conducted. their 
affairs for thirty-two years, and he thanked 
them for their assistance in preserving 
order and administering justice among a 
population of 180,000 souls. 

Alluding to a certain nervousness which 
has been manifest in the territory with re- 
gard to the immediate future, he declared 
that the British Government had obtained 
a satisfactory assurance from the Chinese 
Government that the latter would afford 
‘full protection and guarantee’ immunity 
from any disastrous consequencés as a re- 
sult of their taking over control. These 
assurances had been given in writing to Sir 
Miles Lampson by Dr. C. T. Wang, the 
Nationalist Foreign Minister. The state- 
ment from Dr. Wang accepted full re- 
sponsibility, and declared that China was 
actually able to fulfil these obligations. 


THE FAREWELL TELEGRAM. 

The Commissioner then read the follow- 
ing telegram from the Secretary for the 
Colonies: “The. Government of His 
Britannic Majesty have been associated 
with the people of Wei-Hai-Wei for more 
than thirty years. Now, in accordance 
with their policy of friendship and ‘good- 
will towards the Republican Government 
of China, they hand back the government 
of this territory to the sovereign authority 
of China, and earnestly hope that the 
people of Wei-Hai-Wei will, for many 
years to come, continue to enjoy the peace 
and prosperity which have been theirs for 
a generation past. 

‘““ In relinquishing active association the 
Government desire to bear grateful witness 
to the co-operation and sympathy always 
extended to them by. the people of Wei- 
Hai-Wei, and to express the hope that in 
the near future they may, as an integral 
part of a united China, attain a still 
greater measure of culture, wealth and in- 
fluence.”’ 


A SYMBOLIC PRESENTATION. 

Sir R, F. Johnston then took a regretful 
farewell of the headmen. Several elderly 
village headmen spoke of the benefits 
enjoyed under British administration, and 
thanked the Commissioner for the immense 
amount of good done, saying that the 
villaagers would never forget it. 

The Commissioner was presented with a 
number of Chinese scrolls and a porcelain 
bowl, full of pure water, symbolic of the 
purity of the British administration. 

The official surrender ceremonies will 
take place on Wednesday.

He has emphasised the admittedly de- 
plorable decline in the area of arable 
cultivation and in the number of our 
agricultural population, and has declared 
that a large extension of petife culture in 
its. various forms will make a serious con- 
tribution to the solution of the unemploy- 
ment problem. 

It appears that the M nistry of Agricul- 


iture is to supplement the task of local 


authorities in providing small holdings— 
a ‘task which has remained almost com- 
pletely undischarged since 1926. An 
Agricultural Land Utilisation Corpora- 
tion, apparently designed to be a public 
utility undertaking, is to establish big 
farms, of whicl®f some ave to be farm 
settlements and others demonstration 
farms. 

. Finally, the Ministry itself is to create 
large numbers of allotments or cottage 
holdings up to five acres in extent on 
which to settle the unemployed. 

The policy is inspired by the belief that 
there are large numbers of men who wish 
to go on the land and who will be able, 
with or without the new credit facilities 
to be granted, to make a living wat of a 
few acres. 


INCREASE DESIRABLE. 

It will be generally agreed that an in- 
crease in the agricultural population is 
desirable and that work on the land—even 
if its provision costs the taxpayer some- 
thing—is preferable to the dole. 

But the. possibilities and limitations of 
this section of the Government's policy 
must be fully appreciated if it not to 
result in dismay to the taxpaver and dis- 
illusionment to the unemployed. 

The cost of the fairly intensive provi 
sion of smal! holdings between 1908 and 
1914, and between 1919 and 1926. work~x 
out, according to the valuation of 1€96. at 
a dead loss of about half the capital 
expended. The loss represents a deficit 
of £50 per annum on every holding. In 
other words, the taxpaver no 
interest whatever, either upon the 
£15,000,000 advanced to create small ho!d- 
ings after the war, or upon the sums— 
comparatively negligible—expended for the 
same purpose before the war. 

The prospect of severe loss probably 
explains why local authorities have not 
worked the Act of 1926. 
afraid of the burden which even 
liability to find only 25 per cent. of the 
loss would impose upon the ratepayers. 

The large-scale farms are, presumably, 
to be of two kinds, namely—demonstra- 
tion farms possessing a technical utility, 
and group settlement farms intended so 
be commercial enterprises, adds The 
Times. 

Nobody will challénge the value of 
demonstration farms as centres of avricul- 
tural research and education, but it is also 
true that much of their value is lost if 
agriculturists have not the money to carry 
out the lessons demonstrated.

LORD BANGOR MAY BE 
ELECTED SPEAKER.

BELFAST, Monday. 

I hear that the Northen Ireland 
Senate, when it reassembles on the 7th 
of next month, will, in all probability, 
elect Viscount Bangor as the new Speaker 
of the Senate, in succession to the late 
Marquess of Dufferin and Ava, who was 
killed in an aeroplane accident in Kent 
some months ago. 

Lord Bangor at present occupies the 
position of Parliamentary Secretary in the 
Department of the Prime Minister in the 
Senate, and not infrequently acts, as 
Leader of the House in the absence of the 
Minister of Education (Viscount Charle- 
mont). 

Lord Bangor succeeded 
Massereene as Parliamentary Secretary 
about a year ago; and is extremely 
popular in the Senate. He has had con- 
siderable parliamentary experience. He 
held a commission in the Royal Artillery 
for a considerable time, and retired with 
the rank of major. At the outbreak of 
war he rejoined and saw service in France 
in 1914, Gallipoli 1915, and again in 
France in 1916-18. He was mentioned in 
despatches and received three war.decora- 
tions and the Order of the British Empire. 

The Ward family, of which he is the 
hedd, settled in County Down in the days 
of Elizabeth, when Sir Robert Ward, 
Surveyor-General. of Ireland, purchased 
Castle Ward from the then Ear! of 
Kildare. 

As becomes an artillery officer, Lord 
Bangor has the loudest and most distinct 
voice in the Senate.

MR. AMERY APPEALS FOR A 
FREE HAND. 

Mr. Amery, speaking last night in his 
constituency at Sparkbrook, Birmingham, 
said that the referendum, whatever merits 
is may have had as a temporary com- 
promise in a difficult political situation 
last, March, was dead to-day. ‘‘ Everyone 
knows,” he said, “it is dead beyond 
hope of revival, and it is much better that 
we should recognise the fact. Obviously 
there can be no question now of the post- 
ponement of the issue of Empire trade or 
of our own agricultural policy to a second 
election. It 1s, to my mind, essential that 
the next Conservative Government should 
be returned with a free hand to save the 
situation and should not be tied down to 
any paralysing negative pledges. 

“ As far as I am concerned, I am pre- 
pared to give any pledge you like that 
binds me to action, but I cannot give, or 
be a consenting party to, any pledge that 
ties my right hand to inaction, or that 
postpones to a remote and ancertain future 
the things that must be done now.”’ 

The country. he added, was in sight of 
the possibility of a real collapse. In this 
grave situation the Imperial Conference 
presented a unique opportunity. At no 
time had the nations of the Empire stood 
in such urgent need of one another's help.

GENEVA, Monday. 

In submitting the report of the Convention 
on Financial Assistance to a State Victim 
of Aggression, Sefior Cobian (Spain), the 
Rapporteur,. pointed out that this is the first 
step taken for the consolidation of peace, and 
that the Convention should be welcomed as 
the dawn of a new day.

Miss Susan Lawrence submitted a report 
on the work oí the League's Health Organisa- 
tion since last year’s Assembly.

Finally, a report was adopted on penal 
administration, submitted by Mr. Costello 
(Irish Free State Attorney-General), with a 
resolution requesting the Council to com- 
municate to the Governments the standard 
minimum rules for the treatment of 
prisoners, drafted by the International Prison 
Commission, and to invite them to furnish a 
report on those rules. 

é ILLICIT DRUG TRAFFIC. 

The Fifth Committee concluded its work 
this afternoon, and adopted the following 
circumstantial resolution to the Assembly :— 
‘Viewing with grave concern the enormous 
illicit traffic in narcotic drugs in various 
parts of the world, this Committee instfucts 
the Secretary-General of the League to in- 
vite the Governments of all States—members 
and non-members of the League—to complete 
na measures for the suppression of such 
traine. 

STUDY OF WORLD DEPRESSION. 

The Second Committee, which deals with 
economic yuestions, to-day adopted a series 
of resolutions for submission to the 
Assembly cove:ing the whole field of the 
League’s econ>mic activities These resolu- 
tions provide for an annual meeting of 
Government representatives to inquire into 
economic questions, to the appointment of 
representatives of agricultural interests )n 
the League’s economic organisation, and a 
special study of the causes and characteristics 
of the present world-wide economic depres- 
sion.
